A concise statement of the birth and 
boyhood of President Lincoln is as fol- 
lows: 


Abraham Lincoln was born in Hardin— 
now Larue—county, Ky. on February 12, 
1869. His ancestors were among the 
early settlers of Rockingham county, Va., 
whither they had gone from Berk’s county, 
Pa., and from which his grandparents re- 
moved to Kentucky about the year 178r, 
His father, Thomas Lincoln, born in Vir- 
ginia, married Nancy Hanks, alsoa Vir- 
ginian, in 1806. Mrs. Nancy Lincoln 
died in 1818, and in a year and six months 
Thomas married again, this wife being an 
old neighbor, a widow named Johnston. 
Dnring the life of his first wife, in 1816, 
Mr. Lincoln settled in what is now Spen- 
cer county, Ind., where Abraham's early 
life was spent in toiling on the farm,’ 
cleaning up fresh land and doing what 
was heavy work for a lad of 7 or 8 years.
